Radio Speciality Mfg. (Portland, OR) "Minipak II" portable FM radios. 
These look similar to the famous Motorola handie-talkie. They are thin 
portables with a handle on top. They clip together with the power 
supply on the bottom and the radio section directly underneath the handle. 
They are crystaled to 154.57 and 154.54 to TX and RX with each other and 
come with microphones and original padded canvas carry bags with both 
shoulder and hand straps. They look great but corrosion is attacking the 
aluminum name tags. Inside, they are a hybrid of subminiature wire lead 
tubes and transistors. Where the battery would normally be expected to be 
in the bottom, there is a factory-original AC supply. One of these radios 
seems to be working as designed. The other has no AC plug and I did not 
test it. The date stamps on these are December, 1963. They have RCA service 
tags on them. I was told these are Forest Service radios but I have no way 
to confirm that. Nice set. $65/pair. 

Heathkit AR-1 SWL receiver. This must be one of the earliest AR-1's made. 
It has the optional metal cabinet--not the more familiar gray fabric- 
covered wooden one. The front panel has a black band across the bootom, 
gray pinstripes aound the dial and is a nice frosty gray elsewhere. The 
radio has 2 serious modifications. Some features were installed on the 
right front panel that added 3 new controls and one small hole for a 
screwdriver adjustment. This mod looks professionally done but it is 
definitely a mod. The other serious mod is the addition of an internal 
speaker on the left side of the cabinet. This resulted in 8 small 


unoriginal holes. I can't tell if any of the knobs are original but 
3 of them match and are probably correct (Penson does not show an AR-1 
in his book--just an AR-2). The dial is clean and the dial cord is intact. 
Complete. As-is. $65 

E.F. Johnson 6n2 Transmitter with homebrew power supply. This is a 
workingman's 6 and 2 meter rig. The TX has a nice front panel but most 
of the screws around the edge are missing. The cabinet paint has all 
the usual scratches and chips that Johnson's burgundy paint seems to 
always have. The cabinet is also modified with a blower on top pointed 
down to cool the final. The homebrew power supply is metered and 
beautifully constructed. The HV rectifier is a 6080 type, with Mallory 
caps and Triad transformer--all strictly first class. The supply also 
powers a Dow-Key relay which is included with the rig. As-is (but I 
know the former owner and he thinks it is a functional rig). All 3 units 
(6n2 TX, power supply and Dow-Key realy): $55 

Heathkit HG-10 VFO. This is a classic HF through 2M VFO. This one was 
intended to go with the 6n2 rig above and I won't sell it until the 6n2 
buyer has a crack at it. This is a sharp HG-10 that is unmodified as far 
as I can see. It has 2 scratces on top and some other marks. But the front 
panel is excellent and the overall appearance is excellent. The dial drum 
and pointer both work. But the plastic dial drum seems to have some 
cracks at the edge--no chips are out and it works right--but you can see 
what look like cracks through the dial window. Untested but believed to be 
working. All original. As-is. $35 

Military RT-70/GRC receiver/transmitter made by Raytheon under contract 
21444-PH-50. Famous Korean-War-era ground radio that covers 47-58mc in 
glorious wideband FM. This one is all original and looks very good or 
better. Comes with handset connector but no handset or any other 
accessories. Looks brand new inside. Untested. As-is. $35 

National NC-300 receiver. 1960-vintage radio covering 160-10M. A sparkling 
example of National's last successful "big" radio. Excellent front 
panel with one very small paint chip next to the CWO knob and some 
scratches at the bottom front edge of the cabinet from sliding the chassis 
out. The paint on this 300 is too good to be true--and it isn't. The front 
panel is original but the light gray part of the cabinet has been 
repainted. The paint is beautifully done but it is a hair lighter than the 
front panel gray--not enough to give it away to any but the most devoted 
National fan. Also, the painter for some reason painted the skirt on the 
main tuning knob. I am pretty sure this should be plain metal--I have 
never seen a painted one before. Another mod is the addition of an 
internal speaker on a bracket. But this was done without any unoriginal 
holes--you only see it if you lift the lid. A big plus with this set 
is that it works wonderfully well. It almost justifies all the hype 
and build up that National gave the "mystery" radio in 1959. Sensitivity 
and selectivity are excellent. This is a fine working NC-300 for sure. 
Dial drum and pointer both work. There are no cracks in the drum. A 
really sharp boatanchor. $140

Greetings, 


What a coincidence. Just when I learned from the collective wisdom of the list 
how to use a Simpson 260 to test for shorted transformer windings, I happened 
to find one at a local garage sale. Good shape except for the internal 
batteries, which aren't there. All AC & DC voltage scales are working as far 
as I can tell. The inside was spotless, except for the battery leads. 


Now inside in place of the batteries, there place was a little note, 
written on a piece of paper napkin, taped to two white wires with red stripes, 
that said "solder white wires with red stripes to negative of penlight cell." 


I am not familiar with the guts of the 260, but as far as I can tell there 
looks to be a place for a C or D cell, and a place for one or two AA (penlight) 
cells. But there doesn't seem to be a wire connected to the positive contact 
for the AA cells either. How many batteries does the 260 use? 


Could one of you 260 experts kindly describe the battery connections 
I need to restore? 


BTW, its a Series 3, meter, SN 1-116648. 
Can you tell me the difference between the Series 3 and the Series 2.

I promise to use it only on boatanchors.

This note reminds me that I came across a casette recording taken off of 
home made 78 rpm records. It was part of an SK ham's stuff that was going 
to be thrown away!! The local ham club had gone thru the stuff & the rest 
was headed for the dump. Boy did they miss a lot of good stuff. 


Anyway, the recordings were made at the Northest Nebraska Amateur Radio 
Club (now defunct as far as I can determine) meetings from 1940 to 1958. 


Using qrz.com & other Web sources I found out that only a few of the 
amateurs on the recording are not SK. 


It feels very strange (like time travel) to listen to each of them "sign 
on" into the recorder at the club meets. They spoke their calls, first 

name, home QTH & often threw in some jokes or anecdotes. They even sang 
songs at their meetings, not something I've ever heard of.

Pretty much xeverythingx RCA ever made had a Master Index (MI) number: 
parts, subassemblies and complete devices. Most of them also had some 
other number--model number, parts list ID, etc.--and those were usually 
the numbers you used for ordering & casual reference. MI numbers could 
(often--less and less as RCA shrank) be used when you couldn't find the 
"other" number, or the thing hadn't been given another number. They were 
kind of a backup system and probably used more xwithin*x the company than 
outside it.

It's not the gadgetry that performs the signal transmission and reception 
to consider, it's the way the human brain experiences the mode..... in real 
time (understanding the ‘language’ of Morse) or stored and converted 
(translated) to a readable alph-numeric display or paper printout. In the 
first instance the operator not only processes the code in his head but 
simultaneously processes noise and interference to recover a message. In 
the second instance the operator entirely depends on a robot (computer) to 
do that task for him so he can read a textual message, he does not have to 
know Morse code.
